This person has been observed 

for about 3 years in the Penny restroom.

We received a call from Marvin Atkins on Friday, August 2, 
regarding an assistant Scoutmaster who is a known 
homosexual . 

Briefly, two boys (Scouts) were being held at the Buchannan 
County Juvenile detention hall for unrelated charges 
(intimidation and/or extortion). When the father of one of 
the boys came to pick them up, a Juvenile Detention employee 
recognized him as the same man he had observed performing 
fellatio on four previous occasions in the East Hills Mall 
J.C. Penney' s restroom. He did not previously know who the 
man was but, seeing him with the Scouts made him 
investigate . 

The troop committee chairman is a Chieftain, the Scoutmaster 
is an employee of the St. Joseph Police Department.* 

Marvin has found out that neither the man nor his son are 
planning to attend the Mic-O-Say Pow Wow this weekend. He 
will call you early on Monday after your return. He will 
also verify the details of the J.C. Penney incidents with 
the Juvenile Hall employee (two adults/adult-youth/etc.) so 
that we have as much solid information as possible to 
proceed.
